German Reparations 
Ends With Britain and 
France Far From Accord

London, August 14.—The thirteenth 
allied conference on German repara- 
tions broke dow:. today “agreeing to 
d‘sagree,”’’ a the spokesmen for both 
France and Great Britain put it, 
thre having been a complete lack of 
unanimity on the important points 
discussed. 

From its commencement, the con- 
ference seemed predestined to failure, 
according to the view expressed by 
close observers of the situation, and 
these observers tonight are of the 
opinion that the failure indjcates ut- 
ter incompatibility between the poli- 
cies of Great Britain and France 
toward Germany. 

To what extent the recent note of 
the Earl of Balfour contributed to

man, Holbert says he had thrown the | 
preacher, J. H. Van Méter, to the j 


floor of the pulpit and was beating 
him in the face with brass knucks 
when he ran into his home, procured a 
shotgun and fired. 

The alleged assailant attempted to 
rise, staggered and plunged to the floor 
by the side of the prostrate minister. 
A moment later he was dead. The 
wound was in the back. over the heart. 

He is 40 
years old. He has a wife and seven 
children.

More Curtailments in Serv- 
ice as Labor Troubles on 
Railroads Increase.

With this development came the 
announcement from the Santa Fe gen- 
eral offices here that all freight ship- 
ments west of Albuquerque, N. M., are 
to be subject to delay, with no ac- 
ceptance of perishable freight or live- 
stock. All passengers wishing to 
travel west of New Mexico on this | 
line will do so at their own risk, it 
was announced. Freight embargoes 
were also announced from Portland, 
Ore., south.

Plea of Farmer 
In Strike Crisis 


- Leesburg, Va.,- August 14—The 
farmer “calls upon capital anti labor 
to cease their petty bickerings and 
resume production, trusting to Ameri- 
can institutions and the American 
sense of fair play to see that justice 
is dene to both of them,” Secretary 
Wallace of the department of agri- 
culture declared in an address here 
—— before the socal farm organiza- 
on, 

Mr. Wallace presented comparative 
figures to ‘show that the purchasing 
power of the farmers’ dollar had de- 
creased sharply since 1913, “while 
the wage of the workman, and es- 
pecially in organized industries, are 
considerably higher than thev were 
before the war, whether measured in 
dollars and cents or in purchasing 
power,” ) : 

“The purchasing power of the 
wages of the railway employee in 
1921,” he continued, “was 51 per 
cent greater than in 1913. The pur- 
chasing power of the wages of the 
coal miner in 1921 was 30 per cent 
greater than in 1913. The purchas- 
ing power of the farm hand who 
works for wages, in 1921, was 4 
per cent less than in 1913, while the 
purchasing power of the farmer him- 
self was on an average from 25 to 
45 per cent less than in 1913. 


Heaviest Burden. 
“In short,” Mr. Wallace empha- 


sized, “the farmers of the country, 
numbering almost one-third of our en- 
tire population, have borne altogether 
the heaviest burden of deflation. They 
have endeavored to get relief by a 
lawful means. They have appealed 
to the administration, to congress and 
to every other agency which they 
thought might be able to help them, 
but while making these efforts to 
avoid their heavy losses, they have 
not struck. ‘They have not created 
disorders. ‘They have kept on pro- 
iain and in the face of extraordi- 
nary low prices have this year grown 
one of the largest crops in our his- 
tory. The farmer believes in law 
and order. He believes in govern- 
ment. He believes in fairness be- 
tween man and man. He believes in 
working hard and producing effi- 
ciently. 

“If other groups would do as the 
farmer has done, our economic trou- 
bles would soon be over. Prices would 
soon be adjusted to their normal re- 
lationships. ‘There would be work for 
everybody and at just wages. — 

Too Many Selfish. 


“But there are too many people 
who seem to be thinking only of 
themselves and how they can profit at 
the expense of the community at 
large, and especially at the expense 


| 


of the farmer. The farmer is sick 
and tired of this sort of business. He 
is disgusted with these disputes be- 
tween capital and labor, epecially as 
connected with the essential indus- | 
tries. He sees no reason why such | 
disputes cannot and should not be 
settled in an orderly and lawful way 
without the interruptions of service 
which eost him so dearly. 

“The farmer recognizes his obliga- 
tion to produce food, for people must 
eat to live. He demands that both 
the owners of the coal mines and the 
coal miners recognize their equal ob- 
ligation to produce coal, and he de- 
mands that the management of the 
railroads and the railroad workmen 
recognize also their equal obligation 
to keep trains moving, for unless the 
food he produces is moved promptly 
to market, the people will starve.

Moves Against Atlantic 
Gulf and Pacific Steam- 
ship Company for De- 
fault in Payments. 


Washington, August 14.—Institu- 
tion of libel proceedings against six 
vessels purchased in 1920 by the At- 
lantic Gulf and Pacific Steamship 
company, one of the early purchasers 
of government tonnage, was announced 
today by Chairman Lasker, of the 
shipping board. The proceedings re- 
sulted from failure to make payments 


on the outstanding purchase price, | ¢,) 


Mr. Lasker. said. 

Four of the vessels already have 
been seized in American ports and 
the other two will be libelled as soen 
as they reach port. The Charles H. 
Cramp, Liberator, Cape Henry and 
H. S. Grove, have been seized and 
the Cape Roman and the West Haven 
are the two yet. to be libelled. The 
cargoes on these vessels will be pro- 
tected by the shipping board, it was 
added. 

Other Seizures Hinted. 


In announcing the action taken in 
the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacifie case, 
Mr. Lasker said that all solvent pio- 
neer purchasers of government ton- 
nage would have to make a settlement 
with the shipping board by Septem- 
ber 15, or face proceedings similar’ to 
those which have been instituted. Pio- 
neer puchasers of government tonnage 
on July 1 owed approximately $79,- 
000,000. 


Nine companies, operating 8 ves- 
sels are affected by this decision, ft 
was said, those in the hands of receiv- 
ers not being involved. The amount 
sought is the balance due on the pur- 
chase prices after they were reduced 
several months ago because of the high 
rates prevailing at the time the ships 
were taken over from the government. 

Status of Debt. 

The Atlantic Gulf and Pacific com- 
pany contracted to pay $9,314.137 to 
the government for the six ships but 
has paid only about $195.000, Chair- 
man Lasker explained, adding: 


“The action of the shipping board 
was taken after the most deliberate 
consideration of the matter and then 
only when the members of the board 
were convinced that their obligation 
to the trust reposed in them left no 
other course. 

“Much as we regret the necessary 
action we had no option but to take 
the final stand.”

Interference. 

All radio receiving stations are subject to interference in a more 
or less degree from external sources. 
tors, some of which may be eliminated by simple methods, and others 
of such a serious nature as to prevent continuity of service and at times 
absolutely obstruct the reception of signals. 

One of the most common forms of electrical disturbances which ; 
cause interference, particularly in the warmer months, is due to static 
discharges which are the direct result of atmospheric conditions. These 
discharges may occur from cloud to cloud or between clouds and the 
earth. Moisture in the air has the faculty of collecting free charges of 
electricity and a combination of these charges may reach sufficient mag- 
nitude to discharge to earth as evidenced by the lightning flash. 

When a collection of these charges is present in the vicinity of the 
antenna, opposite charges in the ground are attracted, which, in their 
upward passage through the antenna produce crackling sounds in the 
The result of these various atmospheric condi- 
tions is to induce in the antenna momentary currents, highly damped in

Socialists Charge

‘Open Shop’ Drive 


| Chicago, August 14—Declaring 
that employers throughout the coun- 
_try, organized in powerful associa- 
tions, have launched an “open shop” 
drive to deprive the workers of the 
right to organize, the socialist party

| lows: 

“Public ownership of public utili- 
ties and natural resources, especially 
the railroads, mines, steel works and 
other basic industries, which have at- 
tained the extent of national monop- 
olies, with ample provisions for rep- 
resentation by the workers in the 
‘management of these industries. 
| “& normal 44-hour work week, or 

less in case of emergency, a minimum 
wage based on a decent standard of 
life and a system of government in- 
surance to take care of all workers 
in periods of sickness and unemploy- 
inent, during old age or invalidity and 
tv compensate them for injuries sus- 
tained in the course of their work, 
without contribution on the part of 
the workers. 

Child Labor. 

“The enactment of suitable consti- 

tutional amendments to prohibit the 
labor of children in any industrial, 
mereantile and agricultural pursuits ; 
to guarantee to the workers the ab- 
solute right to organize, to strike and 
to picket; to prohibit the issuance 
of injunctions in laheg disputes and 
tu deprive the courts of the usurped 
power to nullify laws on the alleged 
ground of their unconstitutionality.

Some ra- 
diators make good grounds, while 
others do not. This all depends 
on individual circumstances. Bet- 
ter try both a radiator and a wa- 
ter pipe, and then you can de- 
cide which is better. / 


Radio Editor: I have a 
radio set consisting of a 
vacuum tube detector and a double- 
slide tuner. How can I make it re- 
generative? My vacuum. tube refuses 
to light and I notice that a _ small 
wire in it is split. How can this be 
prevented and repaired?—A. H. M. 

In order to make a regencrative 
set of the one that you have you 
will have to dispose of practically 
every part except the vaccum 
tube and the rheostat, if it has 
one. The double-slide tuner is 
useless in a regenerative set. Such 

a set as you have is very poor, 

relatively speaking, and you will 

need a variocoupler and two va- 
riometers to make a real set out 
of it. Your vacuum tube is un- 
doubtedly burned out and is ab- 
solutely useless. They cannot be 
repaired very successfully and you 
are not advised to have this done. 
You may have got the A and B 
battery leads mixed, thus causing 
the tube to burn out, or you may 
have had more than 6 volts on 
the filament, which is “split,” as 
you call it. The best thing for 
vou to do is to throw this tube 
away and get a new one, then 
either make or buy the parts for 
a new regenerative set.

SENATE SPEEDING. 


DEBATE ON TARIFT 


Washington, August 14.—With few 
exceptions, committee amendments in 
the sundries schedules and in the free 
list to the tariff bill were disposed 
of today by the senate, which drove 
forward rapidly under the impetus of 
having to pass on remaining commit- 
tee amendments tomorrow. 

Only a few contests developed dur- 
ing the eight-hour session and most 
of the amendments were agreed to 
without objection. 

The finance committee majority en- 
countered a defeat when it sought to 
remove oil cake and oil cake meal 
from the free list to the dutiable list 
with a rate of one-half a cent a pound. 
Senator Gooding, of Idaho, chairman 
of the republican agricultural tariff 
bloc, supported the proposal, which 
was opposed by Senators Wadsworth, 
New York. and other republicans and 
by Senator Reed, of Missouri, and 
other democrats. The amendment 
was rejected, 31 to 238. 

Senator Broussard, democrat, Louis- 
iana, lost his fight to remove from 
the free list “black strap” molasses - 
used in the manufacture of cattle 
feeds. He contended that this type, 
of molasses from Cuba ,was being 
dumped into this country and that 
Louisiana producers were unable to 
dispose of their products. He charged 
that feed manufacturers had conduct- 
ed a propaganda against a duty and 
that they were profiteering. 

There was a tie vote, one to one, 
on one committee proposal, a 50 per 
cent on umbrellas, parasols and sun 
shades and Chairman McCumber of 
the finance committee and Senator 
Robinson, democrat, Arkansas, who 
were the opponents in the matter com- 
promised on a duty of 40 per cent. 
Mr. Robinson first urged 35 per cent.

The heating element, or 
resistance material which causes the 
iron to heat, is the mainspring of the 
iron. If properly incased and insulated 
(and, above all things, if it is made 
of the proper material) it will last a 
‘long time. The best manufacturers 
| guarantee it for a year. But this mate- 
;rial will deteriorate in the course of 
time and must be renewed. The con- 
struction of your iron should, there- 
fore, be such that it can easily be re- 
placed. There is a great difference in 
irons in this respect.

Because we dress alike, have the same 
fabrics, the same silhouette, the same 
accessories and wraps and hats. Re- 
markable coincidence.” 

Immediately we began to run over 
memories through the years before 
anc after the war. What she said 
was true. There was the battle of 
| the full skirt against the narrow one 
Which took place several years be- 
fore 1914. Then succeeded the years 
when the Americans were 
conspicuous by their ankle-length 
skirts and gaiters; they wé@te en- 
tirely opposed to the French fashion 
of ex®ra short skirts, nude stocking 
and strapped slippers. 

Felt hats with fruit wreaths were 
worn by the French while the visi- 
tors wore straw hats or black velvet 
ones. We appeared in long sleeves 
when the French were considering 
sleeves a nuisance, a non-essential. 
So it went each year. 

Kven during the war we could not 
unite on a similar scheme of dress, 
The French dressmakers were per- 
plexed, they were curious. They asked 
Why it was that our buvers came 
kere twice a year to get clothes for 
American women and then we arrived 
with clothes that did not bear the 
least resemblance to what was correct 
here. 

This summer we have drifted to- 
gether. How or why, no one can tell. 
There is not an atom of difference 
between the dressing of the two na- 
tionalities. Skirts are long and draped 
with irregularity at the sides. Hats 
are of colored felt trimmed with love 
birds or parroquets, or they are sweep- 
ing shapes of black velvet or felt. 
Biistered fabrics are worn by all. The 
tight line across the spine and the 
folded drapery over the abdomen are 
universal, and our smartly dressed

‘Through 
some curious telepathy, both social 
sets revived them this summer. One 
thing you don’t see: the thickly bead- 
ed blouse on any French women. True, 
no well-dressed American wears them, 
but others do, becaus@ they were 
strongly featured in the states, the 
sellers of them insisting that every 
smdrt Frenchwoman wore them. The 
blouses are of silk tricot in sports 
fashion, in heavy chiffon, embroidered 
in waistcoat effect in front. The most 
fashionable are in Indian embroidery, 
not Russian, and many are in Georg- 
ette crepe, especially in white with 
Chinese embroidery, such as lanterns 
and parasols,

THE HOUSEHOLD

We would all like to have a tiled 
floor in our bathroom. Failing this 
we wonld doubtless like a conerete 
fleor of some sort. But most of us 
cannot have such luxuries. It is per- 
fectly possble to keep a bathroom in 
perfectly sanitary condition without 
them. The great objection to oil 
cloth or linoleum in the bathroom is 
that it usually provides crevices or 
spaces beneath where moisture - and 
dust can collect. It is nearly impos- 
sible to have a floor covering fitted 
perfectly around plumbing fixtures, 
bathtub legs, etc. Some 
ties say that such floor covering in a 
bathroom should be applied while the 
plumbing is being set so that the edges 
of the covering can be placed beneath 
the edges of the fixtures. Then if 
the covering is put down with the 
special cement that comes for that 
purpose you have a covering that is 
well-nigh perfect. 

An: uncovered wooden floor is to 
be pieferred to linoleum covered bath- 
rooms as you usually find them. You 
should see to it that there are no 
cracks in the wooden floor. If it is an 
old floor all cracks should be well 
filled. A good hard finish can be 
giten by paint or varnish over a 
stained floor. The important thing is 
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to renew the paint or varnish fre- 
quently, and this can be done quite 
easily without the assistance of an ex- 
pert, 

And remember that whatever car- 
pets or rugs you lay on your bathroom 
floor should be of the sort that are 
easily washed.

The governor was informed that a 
crowd of about 350 men assaulted 
an Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantie 
strike breaker in a_ store Saturday 
night, and. that an old man named 
Zimmerman was so badly beaten that 
he is in a- hospital and may die from 
injuries. Zimmerman is a member of 
the unoin but refused to strike be- 
cause he is within a few months of 
a pension, as a result of lifetime 
service for the road. He was beaten 
at his home in the presence of his 
wife and daughter. 

Governor Hardwick visited the 
national guard camp in the outskirts 
of Wayeross and held a conferexce 
with Colonel Pope, commanding offi- 
cer. The governor told Colonel Pone 
to put the situation up to the local 
authorities with the “understanding 
that if further disorders occur’ the 
soldiers will be put on guard in the 
streets of the city.
